I wish, therefore, to make a solemn 
application of this command of the 
Word of God, “Watch ye, stand fast 
in the faith, quit you like men, be 
strong.” I wish to make an applica- 
tion of it to the young, and particular- 
ly in the light of this remark: that no

Find me one that did 
not expect to. get clear of drunkenness, 
You that are tampering with the dan- 
gerous beverage are putting your feet 
in the yery prints their feet made, you 
are repeating the same things they said, 
and you are going right straight down 
to destruction as they went.

Men 


are deceived. They are cozened. If 
men had known, or even supposed that

of those that have fallen. “There is a 
way that seemeth right unto a man, 
but the end thereof are the ways” of 
death.” And- in respect tomen that 
are living in the world, it is true that 
there is a spirit of confidence: in many 
cases not without some reason; but in 


‘thousands of cases without adequate 


reason.. Vast. numbers of men who 
are under temptation, and who are do- 
ing wrong, will probably be destroyed 
because, being hopeful, they do not 
suspect their danger, and -are ‘drifting 
down into it without guarding against 
it. Men are easily beguiled. They are 
carried away. by specious appearances, 
They are surprised, often, by sudden 
temptations. They are betrayed by 
an over-estimate of their own power to 
resist temptation when it shall come. 
Let us go down where there are men 
that have miscarried, and lost life, and 


come to ignominous ends as’ drunk-. 


ards, paupers, or villains, and take an 
inventory of them, one by one, “Did 
you begin with the purpose of coming 
to this end? Did you expect to ter- 
minate your career so?” Do you sup- 
pose you will find one. single man in 
prison, in jail, in the poor-house, or in 
the chairitable hospital, that expected, 
when he began to go wrong, that he 
was going the down hill road. 

For thousands of years men have 
been sinning, and have been ruined, by. 
sin. And yet there is this fatal hallu- 
cination, the expectation, the hope, 
that, though we sin, we shall not be 
ruined. It becomes, therefore, the du-

At 
first they take a social glass; they take 
a glass for social reasons, not dream- 
ing that the time will come when their 
appetite for strong drink will be irre- 
sistible; and, with more and more fre- 
quent indulgence, the habit increases, 
and at last carries them beyond their 
own control. They sip and sip, al- 
ways declaring that they could stop 
well enough if they wanted to; but 
they never stop. They slide down step 
by step until their life is blighted.— 
Their noble powers are wasted. They 
have lost the errand of life. And even 
if men at a late period do reform, still 
their life is gone. 

Thousands there are to-day that are 
tampering with the cup who feel con- 
fident that they are strong enough to 
do what ten thousand before them 
vere not strong enough to do. TIt 
seems the most fatal thing in the 
world—this fascination, this infatua- 
tion, that falls upon men in this respect.

the corruption of hope. And experi- 
ence shows that, where men once be- 
come inoculated with it, itis one of 
the most difficult things to cure, and 
one of the most dangerous things, drift- 
ıng men on and down, 

But why should a young man fall in- 
to a current like this?” How needless, 
how useless, how venomous that poi- 
son with which you are inoculating 
yourselves! And yet, you are smiling 
and saying, “Others of course are in 
danger, but I am not,” as you gather 
up the cards and cut and deal them.— 
That is the way the hoary-headed vil- 
lain did before you. You may not be- 
come professional gamblers; but -not 
one single one of you will escape unin- 
Jured, and multitudes of you will be 
wrecked. Aman that will gamble will 
steal. A gambler is a thief, the world 
over, | 


and cheat. I do not believe that any 
man begins life with the view of be- 
coming dishonest. There may be 
cases of malformation that amount. al- 
most to irresponsibleness; 
ally men that: are rogues come to be 
such little by little.

come involved, and then they attempt 


to extricate themselves by deceit.—. 


And ‘they practice upon themselves 
first, rather than upon other people.— 
Young people that come to the city are 
surrounded by ten thousand induce- 
ments to lie and deceive. They are 
put in situations where they are habit- 
ually tempted to do it alittle. And 
the feeling that the y are white hes, ard 
that: the deceptions are ‘petty decep- 
tions, relieves their conscience. 

If you want to drive a wedge into a

end in, and that is sufficient. When 
the little end is once entered, then, with

And when aman wants to be rent 
asunder, he does not need. to begin 
with anything but a little lie, about as 
thin as @ sheet of paper. If there is 
only @ place just large enough to get 
temptations in, you may be sure that 
battering will open a passage way for 
all the rest. And so men are deceiy- 
ed. It'is'a small sin, it? But is it not 
large enough for a cuttin g edge?’ The 
smaller it. is,.the worse it is. If temp- 
tations presented themselves blunt end 
first, every man would be shocked by 
them; but they do not. The danger 
of temptation is that it comes fair look- 
ing and disguised. Wherefore, let 
men flee from it before meddling with 


it. The only way for the young to be 
surely safe is to see to it that they are 


truthful, and. that they are honest— 
and, if they choose, truthful and hon- 
est to a fanaticism. Be always truth- 
ful and always honest. Be honest and 
truthful everywhere. Then you will 
be safe.: And. to this end, watch. In- 
numerable mischiefs, evil influences, 
are watching for you. Innumerable 
malign spirits would rejoice to see you 
go down... They all, with eager eyes, 
and hands crooked with desire to clasp 
you, are watching for your fall.— 
“Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, quit 
you like men, be strong.”
